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Tt was spring in 1934. I had 
just finished oe two-tube 
radio from plans published in an 

oe of Radio News by Hugo Gerns- 
ack. 

Let me describe the set for 
you. It was built on a piece of 
wood taken from the end of an or- 
ange crate. The board to be used 
as a chassis was sanded saooth 
and given two coats of clear shel- 
lac. The radio panel was Naso- 
nite; drilled to saount the two 
variable condensers, a rheostat, 
and a phone jack. The Masonite 
was given two coats of clear shel- 
lac, and then followed two coats 
of Pratt & Laebert black enaeel. 

The circuit consisted of a 
201A tube as a regenerative detec- 
tor with plug-in coils, a 5:1 ra- 
tio audio transforaer, and a sec- 
ond 201A tube as the audio ampli- 
fier. Headphones were Brandes 
Superior 200 ohe units. The 60 
foot antenna of stranded copper 
wire ran through the window sill 
of my bedroom and out to a peach 
tree in the back yard. The 
ground wire ran to a water pipe 
in the basement. 

Each day I would ride ay bicy- 
cle to the local telephone office 
and check their trash pile for 
batteries. Soon I had several 
Eveready ‘Columbia’ Grey Label 
Long Life Telephone cells with 
Fahnstock clips. I checked thea 
all and oe selected four 
“good” dry cells for use on ay ra- 
dio as filament batteries. 

I saved ay money and finally 
went to Harry's Auto Stores 
(Ohio's equivalent of Pep Boys) 
and purchased two 45 volt 
Eveready “6° batteries for the re- 
ceiver. ($1.95 for 45 volt aedi- 
um size Layerbuilt Eveready “8° 
pa ey 
Late in April of 1934 all bat- 
teries were connected, and after 
reversing the tickler coil leads 
(a  comaon poptee the set 
worked. I listened to haas on

160 eters and to stations on the 
standard broadcast band. I could 
hear WSPD Toledo, WIAM Cleveland, 
WH) and WIR Detroit, and WLW Cin- 
cinnati, among other popular sta- 
tions of the day. 

Of course, many of these ear- 
ly radios were regenerative re- 
ceivers and, to a great extent, 
the strength of the received sig- 
nal determined the audio output 
in the headphones. No such travel 
as automatic voluse control (AVC 
on ay receiver. 

When I tuned in WLW on 700 
Kilocycles (428.3 Weters or 700 
Kilohertz) late in the enioy I 
could listen to the ausic of hep 
Fields and his “Rippling Rhythe 
Orchestra’ playing at the Nether- 
land Plaza in downtown Cincin- 
nati. (WKRP and Jennifer weren t 
even thought of then. : 

The clear-channel station WLW 
ran 50 kilowatts and was heard 
very well at night in northern 
Ohio where I lived. Then case 
the news that WLW was going high- 
er power.” On nay 2, 1934, I lis- 
tened carefully to WLW throughout 
the evening and at 9:02 PH sone- 
thing ‘really big happened. In 
Washington D.C., President Frank- 
lin Delano Roosevelt signalled 
the WLW transeitter te apply 
ar voltage to the super-power 

00 kilowatt unit! Teagine, 
500,000 watts of output power 
went on the air to be radiated 
from a single 831 foot high verti- 
cal antenna! 

With ay little two-tube re- 
ceiver, I did detect a noticeable 
increase in audio output and no 
fading of received signal - but I 
was a little disappointed in the 
results - I expected sore audio I 
guess. (DBs were unknown to ae.) 

WLW began to operate reguiar- 
ly on high power aS a 
clear-channe} Super-power 500 
kilowatt AM station. Eventually 
WLW a ae a directional anten- 
na system after local sundown to 
protect a station in Ontario, Can- 
ada, and continued to operate 
high power until 1939 when, at
